VACATION NECESSITY 


By U. W. Malcolm 
Where and how shall we 
spend our vacation? Shall it be 
on a mountain, by the seashore, 
a fashionable resort, or in a

these are the questions asked 
which must be answered. I ne- 
ver hear the words vacation or 
restime time, unless I recall the 
words of Jesus, “Come ye your- 
selves apart into a desert place 
jand rest a while.” Our Lord 
cared for His disciples. They re- 
quired rest after their labors 
and tensions of their ministry, 

A lesson for us--we should rest 
when tired, for then and only 
then, can we do our best, 

It is every Christian’s duty 
at least once a year to leave the 
home, the store, the fields and 
have a complete change of 
scene and food. We are so con- 
stituted that a constant strain 
on the same powers will either 
degrade or destroy them, The 
abscence of physical rest would 
produce madness and death, 
But if we had only physical re- 
creation, if there were no pro- 
vision for the cultivation of the 
mind and of the affections, if 
we knew nothing of the quiet- 
ude of home and rest of the 
Lord's Day we should soon be- 
come but little better than the 
beasts which perish. 

‘The Holy Book is not out of 
the sphere of our human neces- 
sities, The second chapter in the 
book of Genesis speaks of rest 
as well as of work. One of the 
fundamental laws given on Si- 
nai ordained that on six days we 
should work, but that on the 
seventh we should do no man- 
ner of work. (The apostolic 
Christian church from the be- 
ginning held assemblages for 
worship on the first day of the 
week--our Sunday--which was 
the day on which Christ rose 
from the dead for our justifica- 
tion.) 

Many questions are 
concerning various forms of re- 
creation and their legitimate 
relationship to the Christian. A 
recent survey suggests some test 
questions which can help us 
make a decision in our choice of 
‘recreations, 

1. What is their effect upon 

the walk of life? 

2. Do they better fit us for 
doing our life's work, or 
lead us’to turn from it with 
loathing? 

What is their 

Christian work? 

4. How will they affect our 
Christian influence? 

If recreation is-to have the 
most desired and beneficial ef- 
fect on character it must be en- 
joyed in conscious fellowship 
with Christ. 

5.-The final question about 
any doubtful recreation 
would be-would Christ 
share this? it is He who has 
said, “Come ye apart with 

me and rest awhile.”

While the field corn hybrids de- 
veloped from her studies may 
not necessarily be grown in Flo- 
rida, it is necessary to investi- 
gate samplings taken on the ap- 
proximately 25 acres at the sta- 
tion, 

Principal hope of these stud- 
ies is to develop varieties which 
show blight resistant character- 
istics earlier than most since the 
development of a- suitable hy- 
brid takes six to ten years, she 
said. 

Data taken by Miss Robert 
will be sent to Iowa State Uni- 
versity for analysis to determine 
the inbred lines which can be 
used as a source of resistance in 
breeding.: Work of. the past 
three years has already been an- 
alyzed and will soon appear as 
a technical paper in the Agron- 
omy Journal, 

The lady pathologist received 
her masters degree in plant pa- 
thology from Louisiana State U- 
niversity.

Aparent low bidders for three 
‘sections of the sewer system 
were B. A. Roemer Construct- 
ion Co., treatment plant $269, 
912; Marbough Construction
